Wilson was today facing a big task as 
arbiter of what acts and speeches by 
Americans are neutral and what un- 
neutral. as regards the European war 
situation. In response to the president's 
recent appeal to my fellow country 
men. to refrain by speech or act from 
expression of passion or prejudice over the 
war, he is being overwhelmed with re- 
quests for personal interpretation of his 
proclamation. 
Belore the president today was an in- 
quiry from the American Peace nclety 
und affiliated peace organisations as to 
Peace massmeetings. The Preniaent 
ruled that such meetings were mot re- 
garded as unneutral if held witain 
proper bounde, Th- president aleo ruled 
that “peace parade demonstra tions 
planned by woman suffrage organiza tions 
were not disapproved. 7 

President Wilson has no objection to use 
of flags in the women's peace pars de in 
New York on Aug. 29. His only request 
was that there be no speeches. The 
women have notified the White House 
that they intead to display a peace e- 
Dem only.

United States Asked to Help 
Make Germans Obey 
Treatles on War. 


SEES ‘RETURN TO PIRACY’ 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.) 
LONDON, Aug.21.—The London Chron- 
icle editorially suggests that the United 
States should take some action to insure 
“that the Germans observe the laws of 
war as prescribed by The Hague conven- 
tion.” 

The demand of $40,000,000 from Brus- 
sele is declared to be a serjous violation 
of international law and to contravene 
the regulations of The Hague conference 
of 1899, to which Germany gave her sig- 
nature, 


“Return to Piracy Methods.” 

After citing the regulations the Chroni- 
cle says: 

“There is no way of explaining the de- 
mand on Brussels, except as a bold de 
fiance ot the humanitarian code to which 
Germany pledged herself fifteen years 
ago. We observe the odious piratical 
practice of nations in thé seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries once again. It is 
the morality of Frederick the Great to 
which modern Germany reverts, and once 
again a scrap of paper with her signature 
upon it seems of no force to deter her.” 


CHARGES OTHER VIOLATIONS. 
The Uhronicle onarges Germany with 
other serious violations of the laws of war. 
It pus aside the tales of atrocities pub- 
lished by French papers,“ but says there 
are well attested illegalities, and com 
tinues: 

“ What nothing has justified were the 
promiscuoue looting and drunken mur- 
ders, acte not only contravering the pe- 
eine Hague regulations but leading 
straight back, if condoned, to the Worst 
barbarities which the lawe of wer are de- 
vised to eliminate. 

„There are still at present in the world 
an important number of neutral states. 

“These states really ought to come to- 
gether and concert some common action 
to uphold the observance of The Hague 
and Geneva conventions.” 


TO PROTEST BRUTALITIES. 

PARIS, Aug. 20.—The French govetn- 
ment has announced its intention of cali- 
ing to the notice of the powefs the alleged 
violations of The Hague conventions by 
the Germans. This ac*ion is based on the 
bombardment of Pont-a-Mousson. a city 
of 13.000 inhabitants, which was unde- 
fended and unfortified. 

The government states that on Aug. 
11. 12. and u cannon were statiqned 
across the frontier and that the fre upcn 
the city was directed from a captive 
balloon. It is asserted that the fire 
was directed particularly on the hoa- 
pital, an historic building, which 
was flying the Red Cross flag. Shells 
falling in the city killed seven women 
and chiléren and wounded eight others. 

The French charge that no warning 
was given the Inhabitants before the bom- 
bardment began, that the surrender of the 
city was demanded, and that the place 
was not occupied by the Germans, who 
are said to have kept a considerable dis- 
tance away. All this is held to constitute 
an act of useless cruelty. 


FOOD BOOSTING INQUIRY 
TO INCLUDE SIX CITIES. 


Almost Certain Indictments Will 
Be Asked of Fedegal Juries in 
Few Days. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 21.—Although 
the department of justice dragnet to 
catch conspirators who Pave raised food- 
stuft prices and given the cost of living 
a bdoost has not been drawn in, there 
were strong indications today that at 
least six grand jurics in as many different 
localities soon will be asked to return 
indictments against dealers alleged to 
be In conspiracy to viclate the Sherman 
anti-trust act. 

Despite the unwillingness of officials 
to discuss the investigations at the pres- 
ent time, it was learned tonight that in- 
formation has been obtained concerning 
beef packers in Chicago which may re- 
sult in prosecutions, Department of 
justice agents, it was said, ha vo dlacov- 
ered that packers are shipping large 
quantities of meat across the Canadian 
border. At the same time the prices on 
meats are advancing. 

Department officials sre at a loss to ex- 
plain how the packers can export meat 
and still plead that there is a shortage. 


RUSSIAN BATTLE FROM 
NOW is 680 MILES LONG. 


Active and. eee Campaign 
Against German and Austrian 
Frontiers Begun.

LONDON, Aug. 21.—Russia has begun 
an aggressive campaign against both the 
German and Austrian frontiers, taking 
the city of Lyck, eighteen miles west of 
the east Prussian frontier, and moving 
steadily forward at many points along a 
line 680 miles in extent.

THRONGS FLEE BRUSSELS.

OSTEND, Aug. 21—The Germans are 
in Brussels. This knowledge is brougnt 
home to us more forcibly «es each hour 


of Brussels as inhabitants of the regions 
between Liege and the capital who have 
been wearily making their way towards 
the coast to evade the ravages of the war. 

I left Brussels at 10 o'clock on Wednes- 
day aight. The streets were full of ex- 
cited civiliane who were crowding round 
the gunsmiths’ shops clamoring for fire 
arms. At that time the civilian popula- 
city against the invaders and only urgent 
advice by the Beigian authorities ana ine 
proclamation of the burgomaster pre- 
vented the shopkeepers and artisans frm 
facing the kaiser’s hordes. They seemed 
resolved to sell their lives dearly rather 
than give up their beloved capital witn- 
out a blow. 


Crowded with Fugitives. 

At that time Brussels was crowded with 
fugitives from the province of Brabant 
Many of the fugitives slept that night in 
the big open space in front of the rall- 
road station and continued their pil- 
grimage on foot. 

Early Thursday morning those of the 
civil guard who had not been removed 
were disarmed and ordered by the Bel- 
gians to mainiain a paciiic attitude. 

The Germans entered Louvain at 8 
o'clock Wednesday mcrning, and when 
an abbe left an hour or two later many 
of the houses were in flames. 

Ostend is overrun with fugitives of all 
classes. Hundreds are camping out on the 
sands and others are living as best t 
can in the fields. The Digue is Diack with 
fugitives, many of whom are in great 
distress, baving lost all and having no 
means of support. 


Tell of Brussels’ Fall. 

The fugitives from Brussels bring more 
details of the occupation of the capital by 
the Germans. 

The German cavalry which entered 
Brussels Thursday afternoon was pre- 
ceded by a group of horsemen, one of 
whom carried a white flag to indicate that 
the Germans had no intention of commit- 
ting any act of hostility unless menaced 
by the civilian inhabitants. 

The officer in command formally nott- 
fied the burgomaster that the Germans 
had taken possession of the city. The 
conversation was carried on with cold 


mentioned the measures he had taken to 
pacify the inhabitants, and the German 
officer gave his assurance that the civil 
population would not be molested in any 
way 80 long as perfect order was main- 
tained. 


Citizens Watch Entry. 

The German cava:ry was iv.cwed by 
ecneiderable bodies of infantry, who 
marcheé into Brussels in perfect silence. 
Their arrival was watched by the citi- 
zens, but there was no demonstration of 
any kind. German troops occupy the 
pubiic buildings, and others are encamped 
in the open spaces of the city. 

In front of the Hotel Metropole and be- 
fore the principal rallway station are en- 
campments of German troops, while oth- 
ers have taken up quarters in different 
parts of town. 

Communication between them is main- 
tained by military cyclists, and German 
army automobiles dash to and fro carry- 
ing officers from point to point. 

Many of the shops are closed, but the 
Germans pressed the bakeries into their 
service, each bakery being compelled to 
supply a certain fixed number of loaves 
per day in return for the local prices of 
bread. 

All stations and rallway lines in and 
around Brussels are guarded by German 
troops, who also are watching over the 
water and electric works and gas reser- 
vers. 


Military Law Proclaimed. 

German muiitary law has been pro- 
claimed and stringent regulations have 
been issued for the control of the inhalm- 
tants, who are strictly prohibited from 
being outside their doors atter 8 o'clock at 
night. The Germans also seized a num- 
ber of prominent citizens, their number 
being given aa eighteen or twenty, to be 
held as hostages for the good behavior of 
the remainder of the Inhabitants.

TELLS OF FLIGHT 
FROM BRUSSELS 


Woman Describes Tragic 
Scenes of Poor Stripped 
of Possessions. 


Cattaro Greatly Damaged; RCH AND POOR MINGLE. 


[SY CABLES TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 21—The Chronicie’s 
woman correspondent sends the follow- 
ing dispatch dated Ghent, Aug. 2: 

“I left Brussels in a train crowded with 
refugees. At the station hundreds of 
grief-strickeh men and women from Low 
vain arrived at the moment the well tod> 
residents were departing for Ghent ard 
Ostend. 

“One white haired woman, verging on 
80, was led from the entry through the 
densely packed streets by a chivairous 
boy scout. her worldly possessions 
wrapped in a small bundle. She was 
seeking shelter in Brussels. There passed 
her in the street an expensively dressed 
woman whose many boxes, loaded into 
her automobile beside her, were labeled 
London. 


Describes Tragic Scenes. 

“It was tragic in the extreme to hear 
the refugees asking in trembling tones 
if Brussels was safe; dare they remain in 
the Belgian capital or would it be wiser 
te journey still further afield? 

Most of them were advised to go te 
Londos. Brussels would probably be 
quite safe for a day or two, but after that 
who could tell? 

„ And so many weary refugees, with 
tears in their eyes and their hearts heavy, 
tramped about the station asking timor- 
ously if Ghent and Bruges were at peace. 

The Abbe Francoise Dierchu, vicar of 
St. Joseph's in Louvain, came to Ghent 
yesterday. on the last train. He is at- 
tached to the Sixty-first regiment. Early 
yesterday morning I was aWakened by 
ithe roar of cannon. The abde told me 
that I sheuld get dressed hurriedly, as at 
any moment the whole population might 
be ordered to evacuate the town.

SENATE PASSES 
BILL. TO INSURE 
~ AMERICAN SHIPS 


Appropriates $5,000,000 
for Protecting Vessels and 
Gargoes During War. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. Z1—({Special. ] 
~The senate today passed the emergency 
war risk marine insurance bill, after two 
hours’ debate. 

The measure appropriates $5,000,000 to 
ingure American vessels and cargoes 
against the hazards of war. During its 
passage it was amended 80 as to prevent 
the government from continuing in tae 
marine insurance business at the close of 
the European hostilities, 

There was considerable discussion of 
the rates to be charged. Certain senators 
contended that the rates should be as- 
| sessed as f the United States were actu- 
ally engaged in war. Others contended 
that as a neutral nation the United States 
should not charge its veseels war rates. 
The measure was settled by providing 
that the rates be made without reference 
te an equality with the rates of bellig- 
eremt vessels. 


Bill Due in House Today. 

The measure probably will be brought 
up in the house tomorrow. Its passage 
there is expeeted with litle or no oppo- 
sition, although there is a strong feeling 
that the govérnmient should not go into 
the war risk business because of the op- 
portunity it offers private ship owners to 
take advantage of government backing. 

It is probable that the administration 
will feel called upon to make «4 plain 
statement to shipowners and masters, ad- 
vising them that they must live up to the 
neutrality laws or suffer the consequences 
without government interference in their 
behalf.

The war has seriously upset financia! 
+ and business conditions on both conti- 
nents. Before any large share of trade 
can be diverted from Europe to this coun- 
try it is necessary that some extraordl- 
nary means of handling credit and bills 
of exchange be devised. 

Both Chicago and New York banks are 
planning to open branches in South 
America. But that, at the quickest, will 
take some months. To cover the imme- 
diate needs of the case it is suggested 
that national banks in this country and 
the government banks in the South Amer- 
ica republics mutually guarantee the 
accounts of their respective customers. 


Mutual Credit by Banks. 
Through the ministers of the South 
American countries in Washington the 
government banks may be invited togive 
a certain amount of credit to recognized 
institutions in the United States, to be 
balanced in each case by the same amount 
of credit here. Then when the customer 
of a Chicago bank, for instance, wishes 
to buy 10,000 bags of coffee in Brazil the 
bank may cable at once its guarantee 
to the bank in Rio Janeiro. On the other 
hand, if a merchant in Rio wishes to buy 
a big order of Chicago made machinery 
the Brazilian bank will cable its credit to 
the Chicago bank. In this way the two 
purchases may almost balance each other 
and the rate of exchange be kept down to 
a low point. 

This plan will make it unnecessary to 
tend bills of exchange through London, 
as always has been the custom hereto- 
fore. It means that United States dol- 
lars, instead of English pounds, will to 
that extent become the standard of value 
in South America. 


Secretary Bryan Backs Plan. 

Secretary Lryan is favorably impressed 
with the suggestion and is willing to put 
all the resources of the state department 
behind any plan which promises to make 
easier and more simple the exchange of 
commodities in the present emergency. 
Chicago banks already have 
made arrangements by which it is possible 
to handle import and export trade with 
China and the orient directly instead of 
sending bills of exchange to London. 
That the same plan is practical as ap- 
plied to the South American republics is 
shown by the experience of the enterpris- 
ing Minister Nuon of the Argentine, who 
albeady has succeeded, acting as fiscal 
agent of his government in the United 
States, in securing mutual credits in the 
‘national banks of the Argentine, at 
Buenos Aires, and in one of the New York 
banks. The edit covers $1,000,000 in 
each case, 


Cabinet to Consider Plan. 

Secretary Bryan expected totake up the 
plan for consideration with the cabinet 
meeting today, but the meeting was post- 
poned and will probably not be held until 
next Tuesday. 

With the national government ready to 
assume the insurance risk, with appar- 
ently enough ships in sight to carry all 
the possible freight, and with arrange- 
ments pending for the quick and easy 
handling of credits and exchange, it only 
remains to sell the goods. 

It has been suggested that manufac- 
turers and business men all over the 
country be invited to send samples of 
their goods and that one of the govern- 
ment ships be loaded with such a sample 
cargo and sent to visit the ports of South 
America. Such a resolution has even 
been introduced in congress. 

Whatever the folly of such a plan, there 
can be no doubt of the wisdom of sending 
samples of goods adapted for sale in 
South America to be exhibited in such 
display rooms as those maintained by the 
Chicago Association of Commerce in 
Buenos Aires and by the various govern- 
ments in several of the large cities of

| Itaty and Belgium, 


European banks have financed ‘south 
Ameriean governments, as well as indi- 
vidual enterprises ever since these coun- 
tries were worth while their considera- 
tion, and today Germany leads in the 
number of banks, followed by Engiand, 
France, Italy, Belgium, Holland and 
Switzerland. Until the outbreak of the 
Balkan war, European bankers had been 
exceedingly liberal with credits to Latin- 
American governments, as well as to 
private individuals, and thereby stim- 
ulated trade. The effect of this war upon 
South America was depressing. 


1914 Sees Improvement. 
Early this year conditions started to 
improve. Europe loaned with a more 
liberal hand and Uruguay appealed to 
European bankers for a loan of approxi- 
mately $50,000,000. Brazil began negotia- 
tions with France for $100,000,000, Argen- 
tine and Chile looked around for large 
sums to finance new government projects, 
improve harbors, docks, etc., and Eu- 
ropean banks give these loans serious 
consideration, as South American securi- 
ties had always sold well amongst Eu- 
ropean investors, because these republics 
had hardly ever forfeited any interest. 
The present war in Europe forced Eu- 
ropean bankers again to call in their loans 
and to begin a campaign of financial re- 
trenchment. Conditions today are similar 
to the ones of the financial depression of 
1912 and 1913, except that Europe, espec- 
lally Germany and Austria, is owing con- 
siderable money to some of the South 
American houses for raw products. 
While Germany, Austria and some of 
the other heavy purchasers of agricul- 
tural and mining products of Europe for- 
merly discounted all their bills, they re- 
cently began to buy on time, and South 
American exporters with drafts against 
these houses are unable to collect today. 
Will Benefit from War. 
Conditions, however, will change rap- 
idly and the present war, which has incon- 
vienced a great many business houses in 
the south, has raised the prices of their 
agricultural products, from which they 
will reap the benefit within the next four 
or five months.“ 1

The new car is constructed entirely of 
steel, with concrete floors, and has a 
wide middle door in addition to the end 
entrance.

RING EXPOSED 


Court Clerks Involved in 
Sensational Charges in 
Lareeny Case. 


HOYNE ON THE TRAIL. 


Judge Adelor J. Petit yesterday unwit- 
tingly disrupted a plan of State’s Attor- 
ney Hoyne to get the goods on what he 
terms a bunch of crooked court clerks, 
deputy balliffs, lawyers, and bondsmen 
who rob criminal defendants and ob- 
struct justice.“ 

As it was, James Mullen, a deputy 
bailiff with a police record, and Benja- 
min Cramer, @ deputy clerk, were 
scorched badly, and if Samuel Simpson, a 
negro, who was sent to jail for refus- 
ing to tell of his dealings with these men, 
decides to talk thé men may have to face 
charges. 

Mr. Hoyne afterwards stated that he 
has had detectives om the trail of sus- 
pected men for a long time, but they had 
alweys shown sufficient cleverness to 
evade every trap he set for them. How- 
ever, he was just about ready to close in 
on them finally when Judge Petit dis- 
covered an angle of their alleged irreg- 
ularities and made a premature exposure 
of their game. The judge had no knowl- 
edge of Mr. Hoyne's plans. 


Court Informed of Scheme. 

Briefly, the game of Mullen and Cra- 
mer was this, as revealed to the court: 

“ Mullen, in charge of the bond depart- 
ment of the Criminal court clerk's office, 
and Cramer, as an infiuential deputy 
clerk, were acquainted with the needs of 
practicaly every defendant who had busi- 
ness on the north side. For a considera- 
tion they would procure a bondsman, 
who after a time would surrender the 
Gefendant, and the latter would back 
to jail until he decided to re@mploy the 
gang or get somebody else who perhaps 
would ‘ split’ with the gang. And in the 
meanwhile the property pledged would 
be used for some other unfortunate de- 
fendant.”’ 

Judge Petit discovered the irregulari- 
ties when Frank Jones, a negro. was 
called to trial for slaying James L. Henry 
on Jan. 5 last. The judge preferred to 
continue the case because he was busy 
and figured the defencant was out on 
bail. But he wes informed that Jones 
was in jail, despite the fact that the rec- 
ords before the court showed him at lib- 
erty on bond. Inquiry by the corrt re- 
vealed the fact that Simpson induced 
Jones to give him $300 with which to pro- 
cure bail. 


Can’t Point Out Man. 

Questioned by the court, Simpson atat- 
ed that he gave $100 each to John Trebes 
and Barney Rubin, saloonkeepers, who 
remained on the bond only five months, 
when they surrendered him. Simpson 
raid he gave the other $100 to a man 
right at the door of the Criminal court 
clerk's office.” Judge Petit adjourned 
court, and, accompanying the prisoner, 
requested him to point out the man. 
Simpson said he couldn't do it.“ 

They returned to the courtroom and 
Judge Petit gave Simpson the alterna- 
tive of exposing the fellow who got the 
third $100 or face a charge of larceny. 
The prisoner insisted he “couldn't re- 
member, and he went to jail. 

Immediately Hoyne’s men rounded up 
Trebes and Rubin, who admitted having 
an arrangement with Mullen and Cramer 
to furnish bonds. The bondsmen were 
given the privilege of resuming their 
surety for the prisoner or returning the 
money. Each gave back $100. The third 
$100 remains to be accounted for. Hoyne 
hopes Simpson will change his mind over 
night and implicate Cramer and Mullen. 


Hoyne Issues Statement. 

Mr. Hoyne appeared in court a little 
while before Judge Petit sent Simpsor 
to jail. The state's attorney express¢d 
the opinion that Mullen got the third $100. 
Then Mr. Hoyne gave out this state- 
ment: 

„I had been in this office about three 
months when I learned of collusion be- | 
tween crooked clerks, bailiffs, lawyers, 
and bondsmen. The two leading crooks 
were Herman C. Schmitz, the clerk we 
now have under indictment for attempt- 
ing to fix the case against John P. Cum- 
mings, and this fellow Mullen, who has a 
criminal record. There is no doubt that 
certain unscrupulous bondsmen and cer- 
tain shyster lawyers have inside knowl- 
edge of what is going on in this building. 
Judge Petit knew nothing of my plans. 
His action was independent of anything I 
had under way. I don't charge Mullen 
and Cramer with crime, but if I get the 
results I anticipate they may have to an- 
gwer for their doings.”

TO BE PRIVATE 


Rites of Absolution for Piug 
X. Performed at 
Rome. 


BORN, LIVED, DIED POOR 


——— 


ROME, Aug. 21.—Borne by red uni- 
formed members of the Sediali, who, when 
he was alive, carried him in the Sedan 
Gestatoria chair, the body of Pope Pius 
X., dressed in pontifical robes and miter 
and with the other embiems of his sacred 
office lying beside it, was taken today to 
the chapel of the Blessed Sacrament in St. 
Peter's, where the solemn rites of abso- 
lution were performed. 

Thousands of persons previously had 
visited the throne room, where the body 
lay. The procession was headed by the 
bearers of the massive silver pontifical | 
cross and twenty cardinals and patri- | 
archs, archbishops, priests, and papal and 
court chamberlain and members of the 
Swiss noble and ‘Palatine guards in their 
multi-colored uniforms. 


Burial to Be Private. 

The burial of Pope Pius will be abso- 
lutely private. This was decided upor 
today. : 

The body was embalmed today prior to 
its removal to the chapel for the cere- 
mony of absolution. Instead of the antt- 
quated method of removing the viscera 
and preserving it in a vase in the Church 
of St. Vincent near the Quirinal, a fluid 
which it ts claimed will preserve the body 
perfectly was injected into the arteries 

The late pope’s only brother, Angelo 
Sarto, arrived in Rome today. From a 
handsome elderly person grief had 
changed him to a broken old man. 

When he entered the mortuary chamber 
he fell to his knees at the side of the 
body, sobbing aloud. There he knelt for 
an hour, praying. Kindly hands eventu- 
ally lifted the sorrowful man and led’ 
him from the death chamber. 


Will Is Made Public. 

The contents of the will of Pope Pius 
became known today. The testament is 
dated 1911, but has codicils made in suc- 
cessive years. To the members of his 
immediate family he leaves $20,000; which 
was presented to him some years ago, and 
$2,400 to his nephews. Both bc quests are 
made subject to the approval of his suc- 
cessor. In the will is the following 
phrase: 

“J was born poor and lived poor and 
I wish to die poor.”

the advancing forces. The forte at Liege may or 
may not be held by the Belgians. They no longer 
retard the German advance, although they may be 


embarrassing positions still along the lime of com- 
munication. 


There is not, however, any real clarification of the 
situation. The occupation of Brussels is, as the 
French war office has explained, of little or no stra- 
tegical advantage. It does not matter, so far as the 
German forward movement is concerned, whether the 
Belgian force is in Brussels or Antwerp. It is a 
force on the flank to be reckoned with. It must be 
held and it will require a diversion of troops from 
the main movement to de it. 

One would be safe in predicting that no attempt 
will be made to reduce the fortifications at the Bel- 
gian seaport. It will be invested by a holding force 
while the main project is pursued. How many men 
will be required for this could be estimated only if 
one knew the numbers of the Belgian army which 
has fallen back there. 

Such small intelligence as comes from the scene of 
operations indicates that the main armies of the two 
opposing forces have not been near an engagement as 
yet. French and British evidently are concentrated 
to wait the German decision whether it shall be a 
main attack on the center south of the Belgian froa- 
tier. 

In de meantime the French movements through 
Alsace and Lorraine counter the German advance 
through Belgium. Both movements at least suggest 
enveloping. This French advance, although re 
pulsed from time to time, has not been met by Ger- 
man masses. The French report themselves nw 
merically superior to their enemy, and it is plain 
that the Germans have not given serious considera- 
tion te thie flank as yet. Perhaps the French think 
that their presence in Alsace will encourage the 
inhabitants to rise against the Germans. Such an 
occurrence would counterbalance any strategic ad- 
vantage gained by the Germans elsewhere. The 
Belgians, with little support, were left to meet the 
movement of the German right probably because the 
French and British dare not extend their lines too 
far north for fear of the concentrated masses oppo- 
site their center.

SAVE THE TREES. 

The present summer has shown a substantia! 
increase in destructive parasites which prey upon 
trees. The phenomenon is serious enough to have 
caused anxiety, and one community, Lake Forest, 
bas taken the initiative for a campaign to check 
the invasion. The massmeeting called for next 
Tuesday in Lake Forest, to which representatives 
vf all the north shore towns have been invited, 
should awaken public opinion to the support of 
prompt and practical measures. If the people of 
the north shore stop to think of what New Eng- 
land has suffered from the brown moth they will 
not be indifferent to the present enlightened at- 
tempt to protect the chief beauty of their district. 

It is not a matter for private action merely. It 
ie a form of public defense, like the fighting of dis- 
ease epidemics, or of fire. Therefore all the north 
shore towns should codperate in a consistent plau 
based on scientific knowledge and carried out by 
experts. 

What is said here of the north shore towns ap- 
gties, af course, to all the suburbs of Chicago. A 
serious invasion of destructive parasites would dev- 
astate Riverside, Hinedale, Amburst, as well as 
Winnetka and Wilmette. Probably they also need 
concerted action and improved methods of arbori- 
culture.

No one 
should capitalize the dire necessities of states nor 
thrive through the sale of death dealing machin- 
ery. 
In this stage of man's progress from the brute 
it still is necessary that nations should make and 
bear arms. But it should be the high prerogative 
of government. 
Mr. Wells’ rather naive notion that the United 
States somehow is going to be able to bring this 
about after this war is over is the product of his 
excited imagination. But it may be hoped that 
American influence will not then be worthless and 
that it may be exerted with good effect along lines 
tending to check armament and to increase and 
strengthen the processes of pacific adjustment among 
governments. Our influence, however, will be lost 
if we present utopian proposals and devices of the 
doctrinaire.

Smith has operated on more than 30,000 
cataracts. In the Punjab there are 20,- 
000,000 people, and 25,000 cataract opera- 
tons are done each year. Ninety per 
cent of them, or about 22,500, are dons 
by the Smith method.

For some reason cataract is unusually 
prevalent in India, as has been known 
for years, and the eye men in India have 
had the richest experience in the world.

HDB RT. HON. WALTER RUNCI- 
MAN, who has just deen appointed 
minister of commerce with a salary 
of $25,000 a year, in succession to 
Jobn Burns, who resigned from the 
Asquith cabinet on England’s declaration 
of war against Germany, is one of the 
principal owners of the Moor stea mship 
line, the business of which he controls. 

Forty-four years of age, he first came 
into prominence as a politician by defeat- 
ing his friend Winston Churchill, then a 
Conservative, in 1899 at Oldham, where 
Mr. Churchill secured a slashing victory 
from him just twelve months later.
